The Selcctiou. 

Dr Holmckon, lato Speaker of the 
Ijogifllfttivo Assoinbly of Vancouver 
iBland, and Mr DoCosmoH, ox mombor 
for the City in tho sumo body, wore 
ycstoiday unanimously Holootod to vo^ 
prcaont DiHtrict No, 1 in tho Logiala-^ 
tivo Council. In accepting tlio posi'- 
tion, Dr Holmckon dolivorod a forcible 
and eloquent address, in tlio oourRO of 
Avhicli ho took oficasion to inform tho 
doctors that ho wab not going to Now 
Woslminator to odor tho Government 
a factious opposition ; that ho intends 
;ed to support ilr Seymour when ho 
believed him to bo in tho right, and 
that he trusted he should always bo 
found on tho side of iho Government, 
working for the interoBts of tho wholo 
Colony. The address was well ro- 
ooivod by the elootora present, who 
seemed to hare fully made up 
their minds to give the new Govern- 
ment a fair trial before condemning it. 
Mr DoCosmos was not present to ox-^ 
plain his views ; but Dr Helmckou 
Bpoko a few pleasant words in behalf of 
his eld ^dvo:'?ary, pledging him to an 
earnest support ol tlio people's rights, 
and an honest dirichargo of his duties. 
In returning Dr liolmcken, Iho elocs 
tors have 8olocto<l a gontloman 
whoso past career furnishes a guar- 
antee that ho will at all times 
honestly and fearlessly represent Lhoir 
views. The people look upon tho 
doctor as belonging to them; and no 
representative body that did not num- 
ber him among its members would bo 
4eemed complete. As for Mr DoCoss 
mos' former acts, wo can only say 
that in our opinion ho has no reason 
to bo proud of them, nor has tho 
Colony profited by hia legislative 
ashievemeDts. But we believe that 
every member of tho community is 
dispoaod to accept the advice of Mr 
DeOosmos' colleague—" to bury tho 
acts of the past, even if we have to 
ereot tombstones to their memory ;" — 
and in pledging tho selected gentlomon 
an earnest support on every measure 
thai wo believe will redound to the 
public good, wo sincerely hopo that 
when their term of service shall have 
expired, tho only advice we shall fool 
called on to oiler their constituents is 
to again unanin^ously re-soloct them 
aa ropresoQtatives of Histrict No. 1. 

Fenian GonipiiGatioiiSi 
The telegrams reeoivod last evening 
point to a most alarming circum- 
stance connected with the Fenian 
movement. It appears that a heavily 
armed schooner, manned by two hun- 
dred veterans, has slipped out of 
the port of Boston — very much in tho 
manner that the Alabama and She- 
nandoah were aooastomed to slip out 
of British ports in the time of the Ame- 
rican rebellion — and baa sailed diroclly 
in the course of tho Cauard steainors, 
with the avowed object ot capturing 
one or more of those Hteainers, and, 
after landing tho passungors, oonvorl,- 
ing ihoni into privateer.^, to prey upon 
Dritisli commerce. It is said that a 
gunboat ban left Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
for the purpose of overhauling tho 
schooner, and it is to bo hoped that 
that object may bo attained before any 
damage can bo inflicted. It is assert- 
ed that tho privateer sailed under 
letters of marque furnished by 
Stephens prior to his departure. 
However much we may deplore tho 
moral support that tho Fenians are 
receiving in America, wo cannot but 
call to mind tho aid and comfort given 
tho Oonfodoratos on our side of tho 
line during tho late struggle, and tho 
connivance of Govornmont officers 
at tho escape ot Uonfoderate privateers 
Irom British ports. The Fonian move- 
ment, HO far as tho Unilcd States in 
implicated in tho agitation, can only 
bo regarded as nr act ot retaliation, 
and, under tlie iirucodeiit liiid down 
by Karl KuHsell in tho emu ui tho Ala- 
bama, when anked to piirHuu and scizo 
her, and his refusal to pay tho 
danuiges caused by lier doproda- 
tions, ])erf'ectly accords with the spirit 
of the iNeutrality Ijasvs in e.xisLeiico 
between tlu; two (ioveminuiits. Wo aiu 
glad to notice that our 'Jovorninent 
hftsro-oponed tho question of the Ala- 
bama claims, and that there is e^ory 
prospeotof their being satisfactorily 
diapoeed of, in which event tho United 
States must not only crush tho 
ineniana, but must aUo remove every 
otlT'or onnso of irritation that now ox> 
istH beiweon tho two nations. On the 
other hand, should those claims bo re- 
jected, there are mnuy who believe 
tliat England and America will drift 
into a bloody war wilbln a very fow 
monthii, _

Mr Smith iii. de n lo^g slatement 
in answer to the questions which it was 
agreed to put to him at last meeting.

It was 
agreed to adopt Dr Forboa'a motion aa tho 
judgment of the Presbytery and a committoo 
WHS appointed lo consider what, further stops 
should bo taken, and to report lo an early 
meeting. 



Thk Seizuhk oi- thk Tornado. — The 
screw steamer Tornado, belonging to Messrs 
Isaac Campbell & Co., of Loudon, was cap 
tured by a Spanish man of-war off Madeira, 
on the "j^nd of August Inst, on bar voyage 
from Leith to Rio Janeiro, under Iho British 
llair. The veesol was taken to Cadiz as a 
prizu, ufd there unloaded, when it was lound 
that there was no contraband ol war on 
board, and that all tho papers of the vos.sel 
were in perfect order. In every sense tho act 
was an nnjustiliablo one, and it bas been og 
gravated by the fact that her oapiain and 
orew are still detained at Cadiz as prisoners 
of war, nod subjected lo the most cruel treat' 
nient, while the iMiglish consul had been ro 
fused ail communicaliou with them. In ihis 
iiiatior Lord Stanley has taken prompi and 
energetic action, and has, it is stated, de- 
inanded, in addition to an apology and the 
surrender of the ship, £20,000 indenaoity for 
loss ol market, and dumagas, ta cover the 
expenses of the owners, at the rate of £200 
a day.

Pillows or bells, stalled with 
cork shavings, or coik jaeke's, should also be 
included in their list of necessaries ; all 
these are useful as helps in gaining a near 
shore in case of shipwreclf. Slabs of thick 
cork are nineh used iu England for standing 
upon in showor-batlis. TLo rough cork of 
tlifi lirst year's gatheiing, which has been 
hitherto useless, is now cuiiv(!rlud into rustic 
work for gardens. Tiie hue Spanish black 
used by ariiala is prepared from burning cork 
shavings in close vessels.
